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John Thacker Barn 


This barn was likely built in the late 1800s by John Thacker and John M 
Thacker. They were timbermen and sawyers of lumber for many years. 
John M Thacker had a sawmill in Daniel, not far from the yard where this 
barn was built, deeper in the lot behind the house at 536 So Daniel Road. 
The central part of the barn is of native log timbers. Later, other parts were 
added of native lumber and the tin roof was added by John’s son, Hortin. 
Hortin became the next owner, after John Thacker, and now a man by the 
name of Paul Phelps owns the barn and property.
